Maybank Noncommittal. 


Maybank refused to say whether 
or not he favored the new 
Baruch suggestion but he stepped | 
out of a closed committee session | 
to tell reporters about it. | 

The “standby” authority would 
mean that President Truman. 
could put on wage, price and ra-. 
tioning controls at any time he 
believed they were needed. Elder 
Statesman Baruch has been urg- 
ing that they be slapped on im- 
mediately, 

The group is now working on 
the Administration bill but con- 
siderable sentiment obviously is 
building up in Congress for the 
wage-price proposals of Baruch. 

Senator Ives (Rep:), New York, 
told reporters the Baruch plan 
would be offered on the Senate 
floor regardless of what the 
Banking Committee did. 

Some Changes In Bill. 

Maybank reported the commit- 
tee had made a few changes in the 
Administration bill.

The bill's statement of general 
intent was rewritten to say that 
the broad powers proposed would 
be used “within the framework 
as far as practicable of the 
American system of competitive 
enterprise.” 

The House Banking Commit- 
tee approved the President’s plan, 
20 to 1, late yesterday, but only 
after it failed by a one-vote mar- 
gin to take instead the all-out 
economic control plan propose 
by Baruch. . 

The Baruch plan lost 10 to 9. 
Six Republicans and three Dem- 
ocrats supported it. Nine Demo- 
crats and one Republican, -Hull 
of Wisconsin, opposed it.

Committee Heads Decline. 

Kaufmann and Priest asserted 
it was not the responsibility of 
the charter committee to suggest 
or recommend judges and clerks 
for the election, as that is the 
function of the Election Board. 

“The citizens’ committee,” they 
said, “is not campaigning for Re- 
publican or Democratic office- 
holders, but for a new charter 
which will serve all the people. 
As such, the committee is strictly 
nonpartisan. 

“We are glad to note, however, 
that the board will do everything 
in its power to insure a fair and 
honest election, even though it 
will not appoint special depu- 
ties, as have other boards, to be 
present during the counting of 
the ballots.

| LIST TOPS OTHERS;

WASHINGTON, July 28 (UP)— 
A new casualty list today boosted 
‘the officially identified American 
casualties in the Korean war to 
1059. 

The new list, which for the sec- 
ond successive day topped pre- 
vious lists in numbers, identified 
six killed; one fatally wounded, 
30 wounded, one injured and 123 
missing in action. Five Army 
men previously reported wounded 
were transferred to the missing 
list. 

The list brought the number 
of identifications released here to 
81 killed, nine fatally wounded, 
294 wounded, 80 injured and 595 
missing.

President Truman has before him 
a bill creating a Medal of Honor 
for heroic youngsters under 18. 

Representative Chelf (Dem.), 
Kentucky, the author, said two 
awards will be made annually for 
bravery in saving life and two for 
outstanding public service. 

Chelf said it is the first time 
Congress has authorized medals 
to civilians of any age in peace- 
time. For the military, the Medal 
of Honor is the nation’s highest 
award for valor in the face of the 


enemy. 

The Chelf bill, sent to the White 
House approval yesterday, author- 
izes the governors of each state 
to nominate at least two candi- 
dates each year. The United 
States Attorney General will then 
submit names of the outstanding 
four to Congress. The medals will 
be awarded by the President.

Army manpower on June 30— 
the last date for which figures 
are available—was about 591.- 
000. The increase in Army 
strength to 834,000, however, will 
include undisclosed’ numbers of 
reserves and National Guards- 
men, so no draft total can be 
ascertained. 


While the Air Force and the 
Navy are waiting to see if volun- 
teers will fill their combined 
340,000-man- quota, the Army 
made it clear yesterday that it is 
relying heavily on the Selective 
Service Act to meet its manpower 
needs. 

It boosted its September draft 
call from 20,000 to 50,000 and 
said it would call up another 
50,000 men in October. 

In addition to the Army, the 
United States is building as 
swiftly as possible toward an Air 
Force of 548,000 and a Navy of 
579,000 — for a total military 
strength of 1,927,000 within the 
next few months. By next June, 
this is expected to climb to 
2,300,000.

PLAN ON DISPERSING 
U.S.AGENCIES IN WAR 
REPORTED READY 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (UP)— 
A master plan for dispersal of key 
Government agencies to new sites 
12 to 50 miles outside the Capital 
will be submitted to President 
Truman within the next week or 
10 days, the Washington Post 
says today in a copyrighted story. 
The newspaper says the plan 
has been drafted by the National 
Security Resources Board against 
the pessibility of an atomic at- 
tack on Washington. 

Truman, the Post says, is ex- 
pected to send the plan to Con- 
gress with a request for prompt 
authorization and money at this 
session, so that necessary con- 
struction could begin in a matter 
of months.

BRUSSELS, July 28 (AP)— 
Mobs of anti-Leopold demonstra- 
tors raged through the streets of 
Brussels today, attacking street- 
cars and taxicabs which still ran 
in defiance of the general strike 
order protesting the return of the 
King. It was the second straight 
day of violence in the capital. 

By midafternoon the anti-Leo- 
pold action squads had managed 
to stall most of the 100 streetcars 
which, operated by pro-Leopold 
workers, had tried to continue 


service. 

As police, supported in some 
places by pro-Leopoldists, con- 
tinued their efforis to quell the 
rioters, the Belgian Cabinet was 
in almost continuous _ session. 
There were unconfirmed reports 
that Max Buset, leader of the So- 
cialist party which has spearhead- 
ed the campaign against the King, 
had refused a summons to see 
Leopold at Laeken palace. 

With some 300,000 workers al- 
ready idle in protest against King 
Leopold’s return to his throne, 
both his supporters and his op- 
ponents pulled their battle lines 
tighter. Tension mounted through- 
out the nation. 

An anti-Leopold demonstrator 
died of injuries suffered last 
night in a 90-minute fight be- 
tween police and anti-Leopold 
partisans who penetrated to with- 
in 300 yards of the King’s palace 
at Laeken. The dead man was re- 
ported run down by a car he was 
trying. to stop. 

The anti-Leopoldists battled 
with mounted police and stoned 
a procession of busses and cars 
carrying supporters of the King. 
Twelve arrests were made and 50 
vehicles were damaged.

auditor under the proposed new 
charter provides an_ effective 
check on the actions of city of- 
ficials handling municipal funds, 
John I. Rollings, executive secre- 
tary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, declared in a 
televised debate on the proposal 
last night on Post-Dispatch sta- 
tion KSD-TV. 

Defending the proposal, which 
goes before city voters in next 
Tuesday's election, Rollings as- 
serted the recall provisions of 
the new charter will enable the 
people to deal effectively with 
any city officials who fail to carry 
out their responsibilities. 

Replies to ‘Graft’ Argument. 

His statement was in answer to 
a charge made during the debate 
by Mortimer A. Rosecan, an at- 
torney, that elimination of the 
elective office of Comptroller 
would lead to “graft and corrup- 
tion, and destruction of the city’s 
credit standing.” Rosecan added 
that he is opposed to the new 
charter because it would give the 
Mayor too much control over the 
city treasury. 

“By providing for an _ inde- 
pendent city auditor, whom the 
Board of Aldermen will appoint, 
the charter sets up the machinery 
for a continuing and independent 
audit of all departments and 
agencies under the Mayor and 
gives the auditor power to insti- 
tute court action when necessary,” 
Rollings declared. 

“This should prove a highly ef- 


fective check on the performance 


of our officials charged with the 
responsibility of handling the 
city’s finances.” 

Pointing out the recall provi- 
Rollings 
said it would require only 10 per 
cent of th evoters in 14 wards to 
bring about a city-wide recall 
election. : 

“If we allow graft and corrup- 
tion to creep into our city govern- 
ment, we will have no one to 
blame but ourselves,” he de- 
clared. 

“We do not have to worry about 
the reputation or standing of our 
city under the new charter. Its 
financial affairs will be handled 
in a well-co-ordinated Department 
of Finance, which will be directly 
responsible to the Mayor. ‘The 
Mayor will be judged on the per- 
formance of the administration as 
a whole, for his responsibilities 
will be more clearly centralized. 

“At the same time, adequate 


‘checks and balances have been 
provided through the office of} 


City Auditor and extension of the 
citizens’ power of recall and ref- 
erendum, so that we can be as- 
sured that responsibilities placed 
on the Mayor are being carried 
out.” 

Earnings Tax Opposition. 

The other charter opponent in 
the debate, Richard Kavner, direc- 
tor of organization for Local 688, 
AFL Teamsters’ Union, said he 
was opposed to the proposal be- 
cause it would authorize the 
Board of Aldermen to levy a 1 
per cent earnings tax. 

He complained that the state- 
authorized earnings tax of % of 
1 per cent, which expired July 17, 
was “unfair” because 95 per cent 
of the revenue came from indi- 
viduals and 5 per cent from cor- 
porations. He also charged that the 
press had given more attention to 
the charter proponents than to its 
opponents. 

In reply, Raymond R. Tucker, 
who was chairman of the Board 
of Freeholders which drafted the 
proposed charter, explained that 
the earnings tax provision had 
been placed in the proposal to 
protect the taxpayers against an 
excessive levy. 

Tucker pointed out that under 
the present charter, and with 
state permissive authority, the 
Board of Aldermen could vote an 
earnings tax without any limita- 
tion as to the amount.

pursuant to charter authority 
alone. He also expressly denied 
the charter would give the city 
legal authority to levy either a 
sales tax or an income tax without 
state approval, as charter op- 
ponents have claimed. 


His statement follows: 

“I am convinced that the new 
city charter contains no provision 
which should cause individuals 
or businesses to fear that its 
adoption will increase taxes. On 
the contrary, the new charter 
makes possible more efficient and 
economical government in_ St. 
Louis. It also provides more 
adequate checks on spending and 
onsnew taxes. 


“The new charter definitely 
does not impose any taxes. All 
tax measures must be approved 
by both the Board of Aldermen 
and the Mayor, and must conform 
to the requirements of the State 
Constitution and the State laws. 
“Charges that the new charter 
makes it possible for the city to 
levy sales and income taxes are 
without legal basis. The co-called 
‘sales tax’ provision is lifted bodi- 
ly out of the present charter. It 
relates to the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ tax based on sales, 
which St. Louis has had for 
many years. State law specifical- 
ly prohibits the city from levying 
a general consumers’ sales tax. 
Legal Authority Not Granted. 
“The new charter does not give 
the city legal authority to levy an 
income tax. It simply provides 
that the city may levy such a tax 
‘when permitted by law.’ Some 
individuals have overlooked the 
clause, ‘when permitted by law.’ 
State law does not now permit 
St. Louis to levy an income tax. 
If the General Assembly were to 
authorize a local income tax, the 
city could levy one even though 
it were not authorized by the 
charter. Consequently, the new 
charter in no way enhances the 
city’s authority to levy an income 
tax. 

“The new charter does contain 
a provision which limits the city’s 
authority to levy an earnings tax 
of not more than 1 per cent. 
However, there is considerable 
doubt that the Missouri courts 
would uphold an earnings tax 
levied under charter authority 
alone. 

“This doubt exists because our 
State Constitution explicitly pro- 
vides that ‘the taxing power may 
be exercised by the General As- 


divisions under power granted to 
them by the General Assembly 
for county, municipal and other 
corporate purposes.’ 

“An important provision of the 
new charter, from the standpoint 
of taxpayers, is that which makes 
it more difficult for the Board of 
Aldermen to prevent a popular 
referendum on a tax measure. Un-

JACKSON, Mo., July 28 (AP)— 
Charles W. Tanner, a truck driver, 
was sentenced to 20 years in the 
Missouri Penitentiary yesterday 
after he pleaded guilty in circuit

BENEFITS EXTENDED 


Cut-Off Date Does Not Af- 
fect Veterans Who Go 
Back to Active Service. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
The Veterans Administration ex- 
tended educational benefits of the 
G.I. bill indefinitely yesterday for 
World War II veterans who go 
back into active military service. 

Veterans Administrator Carl 
Gray Jr. ruled that veterans who 
have started G.I. bill studies and 
interrupt them to return to mili- 
tary duty will not be bound by 
the July 25, 1951, cut-off date for 
‘returning to educational training. 

Instead, Gray said, such vet- 
erans will be allowed to resume 
training “within a reasonable 
period” following their release 
from active service, even though 
they are not back in school until 
after the deadline date. 


Gray said the veterans will 
have to meet these requirements: 
1, Their conduct and progress in 
the G.I. bill course must have 
been satisfactory. 2. The amount 
of training they may obtain after 
getting out of uniform will be 
limited to that part of their G.I. 


training they have not previously i 


used up. The maximum for such 
training is four years. 3. Their 
course may not extend beyond 


the July 25, 1956, date for wind- 


ing up the G.I, bill program. 


The July 25, 1951, cut-off date 


for starting G.I. bill training ap- 
plies to World War II veterans 
discharged before July 25, 1947. 
For those few veterans discharged 
afterward, the cut-off date is four 
years from the date of discharge.

LEADS OUT WOUNDED 
‘NAKED AS JAYBIRD’

AT FRONT WITH U.S.A.F. IN 
KOREA, July 28—A mild-man- 
nered Mississipian swam a flood- 
swollen river in a gallant rescue 
of the wounded survivors of an 
isolated American unit north of 
Hamchang village, it was dis- 
closed Wednesday. 

Capt. Bobbie B. Ford, 30 years 
old, of Jackson, after swimming 
the river, walked “naked as a jay- 
bird” for more than three hours 
to lead the wounded to safety. 

“Being without a weapon in 
enemy territory wasn’t good.” said 
Capt. Ford, “and being without 
clothes was embarrassing, but 
being without shoes really hurt.” 

The wounded Americans, sur- 
rounded by North Korean forces, 
had fought their way downhill to 
find escape cut off by the river. 
Capt. Ford was on the opposite 
bank. 

Capt. Ford had planned to 
swim back with a sergeant who 
was seriously wounded in the 
shoulder, but decided against it 
after seeing one man drown try- 
ing to get across the swift stream. 
He led three wounded G.I.s and 
two wounded South Koreans 
across country, dodging enemy 
patrols, until they reached Ameri-

Nor is this all. There is almost 
no effective liaison whatever be- 
tween the American forces. and 
the Nationalist army and govern- 
ment on Formosa. Partly as a re- 
sult of this failure, fierce anti- 
American feeling is boiling up 


on Formosa, where Chiang Kai- 


shek’s Nationalist government is 
already rent with internal dis- 
sension. 

Despite all this, it is still be- 
lieved that the Chinese Come 
munist junk armada, if Mao Tse- 
tung orders it to attack, can be 
repulsed by American naval 
forces. It is conceded that this will 
not be easy. If it comes, the at- 
tack will be made at night and 
in bad weather. 


Hope to Disperse Invaders. 


Sinking or turning back every 
one of several thousand motor- 
driven junks under such circum- 
stances will not be possible. But 
it should be possible effectively 
to disperse the bulk of the Com- 
munist fleet. The forces able to 
land should then be defeated 
easily by Chiang’s well-equipped 
army of almost half a million 
men, unless the demoralization of 
the Natienalist forces is more ad- 
vanced than is generally believed. 

There is, to be sure, still some 
hope that the Communists will 
not attack after all, in spite of 
the evidence of the junk armada 
and the jets. There is little doubt 


that the Kremlin would like noth- 


ing better than to see that United 
States embroiled in open hostili- 
ties with the Chinese Communists, 
But there is considerable doubt 
that the Chinese Communists 
themselves are eager for this 
outcome, Fukien is very far from 
Moscow, and the commander in 
the Fukien area, Shen Yi, is not 
one of the “Moscow men” among 
the Chinese Communists. On the 
whole, it is believed improbable 
that the Kremlin could order the 
attack against the wishes of the 
Chinese Communist leaders. 

Yet that the Communists will 
not attack is no more than a 
hope, and policy cannot be based 
on vague hopes. President Tru- 
man had little practical choice

For Price-Wage Controls 


The biggest domestic question in connection 
with the Korean war and national defense meas- 
ures is the question of economic controls. How 
much control shall there be? How soon shall it 
come? 

President Truman says that he sees no neces- 
sity now for wage-price and manpower controls. 
He hopes that all-out mobilization will not need 
to come, but that if it does become necessary 
economic and manpower controls should be part 
of it. 

This contrasts with the unequivocal stand of 
Bernard M. Baruch. The elder statesman, who 
was chief economic mobilizer in World War I, 
advocates immediate “all-out mobilization.” Mr. 
Baruch wants a “ceiling on everything” now. 

Meantime, the House Banking and Currency 
Committee, which contains five more Democrats 
than Republicans, has rejected a proposal for a 
price-wage freeze and authorization for rationing 
by the hairline margin of 10-to-9. Nine Demo- 
crats and one Republican voted against ‘ the 
freeze proposal. Six Republicans and three 
Democrats voted for it. 

The sponsor of the defeated proposal, Repub- 
lican Representative Kunkel of Pennsylvania, 
says that, judging by his mail, “the people back 
home are a lot more ready for these controls 
than is Congress.” 

All this can be quickly summarized. It means, 
in our opinion, that Congress is ahead of the 
President and the country is ahead of Congress. 

The Post-Dispatch thinks the time has come to 
put full control legislation on the lawbooks. And 
these controls should be even-handed. They 
should cover wages as well as prices. Any idea 
that one could be applied and the other over- 
looked until after the congressional election in 
November should be dropped forthwith. 

The alternative to controls is to permit a 
mounting inflation. That would make the de- 
fense effort cost incalculably more. It would 
work unnecessary hardship on countless people. 
It would spur on, if not necessitate, wage de- 
mands and attendant labor troubles at a time 
when production should go ahead uninterrupted. 

Controls are not only. unpleasant. They are, 
aside from national emergencies, undesirable. 
By their very nature, economic controls and the 
regulation of manpower are alien to our free 
system. But when the invasion of Korea may 
be only the prelude to a general world war— 
and that is the distinct possibility no matter how 
much we hope against it and how hard we work 
to avert it—no chances are to be taken. 

No one knows yet what will happen in Korea. 
Assume, as well as hope, that the beachhead 
holds. Then the invaders must be pushed back 
to the line which they so ruthlessly crossed. 
That may take much more time and equipment 
than anyone expects. And all this without the 
development of a new pressure point in For- 
mosa, in Iran, in Yugoslavia, in Berlin or some- 
where else. 

Every week that passes will see further de- 
terioration of the economic situation at home. 
Without controls, there will be more scare buy- 
ing, more hoarding, more unnecessary scarcities 
and more unjustified price increases. Living 
costs will mount and wage increases will be de- 
manded. 

The way to stop all this is to stop it. 

Voluntary controls are no good. Neither are 
piecemeal efforts. Congress should get busy 
without delay on control legislation which can 
be made effective before the defense effort and 
rearming of Europe are seriously handicapped. 

The vote in the House committee is a most 
encouraging sign. We do not believe for one 
moment that the President would veto an all- 
around control bill. Indeed, by the time Con- 
gress can get one to him, Mr. Truman himself 
may be asking belatedly for it. 
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Do Governors Wear Pajamas? 

Gov. Forrest Smith reports in his letter to the 
weekly press that he recently received a request 
for the seat of his pajama pants. It appears 
that the seats of the pajama pants of all the 48 
governors are being collected. They will be 
sewn into a quilt, and the quilt is to be raffled 
off for benefit of the Cancer Fund. 

A recent survey showed that in France many 
men do not wear pajama pants. We trust that 
no such shameful fact about any of our 48 gov- 
ernors will be disclosed by the quilt project.

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Broad Base for Planning 

The decision by National Security Resources 
Board Chairman W, Stuart Symington to appoint 
a 12-man national policy committee should give 
America’s home front mobilization the broad 
planning and broad support it so urgently needs. 

What measures are going to be necessary can- 
not be foretold with certainty, but it is certain 
that some of them are going to be none too pop- 
ular among portions of the population. With 
representatives of labor, industry, agriculture 
and the public sitting in on the planning, the 
task of convincing the public of their necessity 
should be made easier. 

Furthermore, assuring all sections of the 
population a voice at the top level of the NSRB 
will help keep the administrators informed of 
what is going on in the country and what the 
nation thinks. It also should facilitate the se- 
lection of the most effective measures. 

Exactly what role this committee, and Mr. 
Symington himself for that matter, are to play 
and should play in the direction of America’s 
mobilization will become clearer with experi- 
ence. The country and the Administration are 


still feeling their way, trying to determine just 


how much of an effort is required. 

But it is to be hoped that the function of this 
committee will be to adjust differences and find 
compromises for the disputes which almost in- 
evitably will arise. The members should not 
allow the body to dissolve into a forum for back- 
biting and airing of grievances. 
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No Boy Will Be Impressed 
There are those who will say that the Senate 
of the United States ought to be about other

we find it hard to believe that even a lame duck 
among them thinks for a moment that this de- 
vice will prevent so much as one streak of soap 
on one single window. 
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The Charter’s Cash Value 


Probably the most effective argument for the 


adoption of the new city charter is that of 
economy. 

There may be some voters who do not care 
so very much whether greater responsibility is 
placed in the Mayor, whether the city depart- 
ments are streamlined, whether St. Louis gets an 
independent auditor—a real watchdog of its 
funds, whether overlapping offices are elimi- 
nated, or whether more jobs are brought under 
civil service instead of being left to the spoils- 
men. But they will be for the charter because 
it promises an end of municipal deficits. 

Here is its real dollars-and-cents value. Under 
the new charter, the Mayor must draw up the 
annual city budget. Not only must he hold pub- 
lic hearings on his planned expenditures, but 
the total of these expenditures may not exceed 
the city’s estimated income. Further, lest the 
Mayor be tempted to overestimate revenue for 
the sake of padding the spending authorization, 
he must also submit figures on the revenues 
actually received by the city in the two previous 
years. On top of that, he must present a pro- 
gram of major municipal improvements for the 
following five years so that the citizens will 
know what expenses they may be expected to 
meet in addition to routine ones. 

Additional public hearings must be held on 
the budget when it reaches the Board of Alder- 
men. The Aldermen will have the power to 
reduce any or all of the Mayor’s proposed ex- 
penditures, but they will not have the authority 
to increase them beyond the revenue estimates. 

To make this system about as foolproof as is 
humanly possible, the Freeholders have put 
actual spending on a monthly basis. If the 
money received by the city in any given month 
falls below the estimate, expenditures in the 
next month must be cut enough to come within 


this reduced figure and any deficit which may 


have been incurred by previous over-spending. 
In case of some unforeseen disaster, an emer- 
gency appropriation is possible, but it must have 
the approval of three fifths of the Aldermen. 

Another great protection against unrestrained 
spending lies in the fact that Article XV, Section 
1 (a), gives the city control over the so-called 
“county” offices. Some persons are disappointed 
because more of these elective offices were not 
abolished, and because civil service was not ex- 
tended in this area. These desires suggest pos- 
sible future amendments to the charter, but 
they should not obscure the fact that the char- 
ter gives the city budgetary control over these 
offices for the first time. 

No longer would it be possible for the Sheriff, 
or the Recorder or any so-called county official, 
to refuse to co-operate when municipal retrench- 
ment is in order. As matters now stand, these 
officials just hand the city a bill, and the city 
pays. Here is where the wardheelers lap up 
most of their gravy. 

Insofar as other charter provisions promote 
efficiency and bring the workings of the city 
government under closer scrutiny of the voters, 
they also promise financial savings. But the 
provisions here described are a direct and ef- 
fective attack on carelessness, extravagance, 
waste; boodle and plunder. 

No wonder the plunderers are against the 
charter. No wonder they may even try to de- 
feat it by a crooked count. And all the more 
reason why those in favor of economy should 
scratch No and vote Yes.

Until the Security Council meets and the Rus- 
sian representative is in the president’s chair 
all is speculation.

For whatever reason it comes back 
into operations at Lake Success this is part of 
a plan. The Russians arrange their plays ahead. 
That is something which the democracies could 
well learn from their rivals on the opposite side 
of the globe.

We must learn to regulate economic life fairly in order to fore- 
stall collectivism, says jurist; with expanding government power 
we must preserve individual liberties, free speech first of all; and 
we must use our leadership to establish a world order based on law. 


Chief Judge John J. Parker, U.S. Court of Appeals, in 
American Bar Association Journal 


What I conceive to be the three out- 
standing problems in preserving liberty 
under law in the years that lie immediately 
ahead of us are (1) how to regulate by 
law the economic life of the country so 
as to forestall the danger of collectivism 
by which we are threatened, i.e., how to 
use the processes of the law for the preser- 
vation of economic freedom; (2) how to 
preserve amid expanding governmental 
powers those fundamental liberties that 
are essential to the individual’s happiness 
and progress; and 
(3) how to use our 
leadership in the 
world community to 
establish a world or- 
der based on law 
and thus assure to 
mankind at large the 
blessings of liberty 
that have meant so 
much to our own 
people. 

Laissez faire, the 
classical philosophy 
of the eighteenth 
century, has never 
been that upon which Seba 3. Pocker 
our Government has 
proceeded. It was repudiated when the 
First Bank of the United States was or- 
ganized. 

In the early days of the Government, 
the chief danger to individual liberty lay 
in the direction of political power. With 
the coming of the machine age, however, 
and the economic and sociological revolu- 
tion that resulted, the most dangerous 
threat to the liberty of the individual lay 
in the direction of economic power, and 
only through the use of political power 
could the individual cope with it. 


Gone if Ever Here 


Under such circumstances it is idle to 
suppose that the power of the Government 
would not be used for the regulation of 
economic life. Monopolies must be curbed. 
Unemployment must be relieved. Justice 
must be secured in the relations of capital 
and labor. A living wage for labor and 


a living price for farm products must be - 


guaranteed. And conditions must be fos- 
tered that will provide for the healthy 
growth of industry and the just division 
of its rewards. 

Laissez faire is gone if it was ever here. 
Free men will no more submit to economic 
tyranny than to political tyranny. The 
Government is their creation and it is the 
only agency that they have with sufficient 
power to deal with the economic forces 
that threaten them. 


The contest is not between laissez faire 
and governmental regulation, but between 
regulation and some form of collectivism; 
for it is as certain as anything can be that 


unless the people are protected from the 
abuses of economic power they will turn 
to state ownership and operation of pro- 
ductive enterprise, as the recent history 
of Europe abundantly proves. 


Personal [Liberties Basic 


Although it is important to the preserva- 
tion of liberty that the powers of gov- 
ernment be expanded for the regulation of 
economic life, it is even more important 
that, in this expansion, the fundamental 
liberties of the individual—personal se- 
curity, personal liberty and private prop- 
erty—be safeguarded, for as government 
becomes more and move powerful there is 
greater and greater tendency to ignore 
these rights. 

It is reassuring, therefore, to know that 
with expanding governmental powers our 
courts have given them the greatest at- 
tention. The right to fair trial, to be free 
of unreasonable searches and seizures, to 
be protected against inquisitorial methods 
of the police, to be represented by counsel, 
to have fair participation in the govern- 
mental process without discrimination on 
account of race or color—all these have 
been emphasized more strongly in recent 
decisions than ever before. 


Free for All or None 


The most fundamental of all is the right 
of freedom of speech. Truth is appre- 
hended in the mind of the individual. Its 
progress is fraught with difficulties and 
only through free expression can it hope 
to gain acceptance by the majority in the 
community. To the objection that free 
speech may lead to the propagation of 
error, the answer is that the truth is able 
to take care of itself and that in an at- 
mosphere of freedom error will be de- 
tected and exposed for what it is. 


All this has been said by wise men so 
many times that I should apologize for 
saying it were it not for the fact that 
there is such great temptation to forget it 
whenever an unpopular minority says 
something that strikes at the foundation of 
what we ourselves believe in. 

It is easy enough to believe in freedom 
of religion for Episcopalians or Baptists or 
Presbyterians. The test is whether we 
believe in it for Mohammedans or atheists. 
It is easy enough to believe in free speech 
for Republicans and Democrats. The rub 
comes when it is applied to Communists 
and Fascists and others whose teachings 
would subvert our institutions. 

We must never forget that unless speech 
is free for everybody it is free for nobody; 
that unless it is free for error it is not free 
for truth; and that the only limitations 
that may safely be placed upon it are 
those that forbid slander, obscenity and 
incitement to crime.

Between Book Ends 


Sea Law and Sea Change 
THE LAW OF THE SEA, by William McFee. (J. 8. 

Lippincott, 318 pgs., $3.75.) 

William McFee, one of the most distin- 
guished writers of sea stories, herewith 
launches an informative and interesting 
outline of the law of the sea beginning 
with the earliest known times and ending 
with the present day. His ship’s cargo is 
devoid of legal jargon and other mumbo- 
jumbo so there is no need for lawyers to 
come aboard although the gangplank is 
down for everyone possessing a modicum 
of curiosity and a liking for the sea. 

Among the series of narrative chapters 
dealing with the important subjects of 
sea law are: “The Black Flag and the 
Black Market,” “Privateering — Setting a 
Thief to Catch a Thief,” “Who Owns the 
Sea,” “Mutiny,” and “Salvage.” Inter- 
spersed in each chapter are exciting stories 
of maritime adventure, some famous and 
some practically unknown, but all highly 
relevant to some particular topic. Whaf 
lover of salt water lore, legend and lingo 
does not thrill at 
coming across men- 
tion of such magical 
key words, names 
and phrases as: Ex- 
ecution Dock, Wil- 
liam Falconer, Cap- 
tain Bligh, H. M. S. 
Camperdown, Titan- 
ic, flogging, Great 
Eastern, derelict, 
Lloyd’s, White Jacket 
Vestris and  barra- 
try? 

But McFee takes 
some good-sized reefs 
nF ‘in some of the ro- 

wae Mares manticism that has 
been ballooning like a spinnaker in a gale. 
He points out, for instance, that “wreck- 
ing” (the luring of ships onto reefs and 
shoals by false lights or by extinguishing 
beacons) has been greatly exaggerated by 
novelists. Taking up the coast of Corn- 
well, he writes that “probably most of 
the Cornish wreckers are to be found in 
such romantic novels as Daphne Du Mau- 
rier’s ‘Jamaica In.’” And turning to the 
New England Coast, where wrecking is 
known as “modoncussin.” he sets forth 
that folklore is largely responsible for the 
yarns of disaster through false lights. 

As he says: “I know of no historical evi- 
dence whatsoever to support the assump- 
tion that any vessel was ever wrecked by 
false lights on Cape Cod. 

When it comes to tales of flogging, Mc- 
Fee is on hand with citations gory and ga- 
lore. He writes that when John Randolph 
of Roanoke traveled to Russia on an Amer- 
ican man-of-war to become ambassador he 
“said he saw more flogging on board than 
had taken place on his own plantation of 
500 slaves in 10 years.” 

Britannia also comes in for her share of 
castigation for crimes against helpless 
sailors. As a classic example of the back- 
wardness of English sea laws and ship 
owners in the late eighteenth century, Mc- 
Fee cites the charges made and proved by 
the celebrated Samuel Plimsoll whose 
name is immortalized in the Plimsoll mark 
affixed to the sides of ships to show the 
safe load line. , 

Plimsoll, a social reformer who rose to 
Parliament the hard way, tried for years 
to get a bill enacted that would prevent 
trafficking in heavily insured coffin ships. 
As Kipling’s “Ballad of the Bolivar” 


stated:

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Diplomacy That Can’t Be Backed Up 


NLESS a diplomatic solution 


ean be worked out, the campaign 


to force the North Korean army back to the 38th parallel can- 

not be counted on to take less than several months. A line will 
have to be established behind which the counter-offensive can be 
mounted. The rains must end and the ground must harden. 


If all goes well in the sense 
that the fighting remains local- 
ized in Korea, the military de- 
cision called for by the Security 
Council might be looked for in 
the autumn. 

During this anxious and dan- 
gerous period we shall, in addi- 
tion to the measures required for 
the Korean campaign itself, have 
to redress our over-all position 
in the world. For the Korean 
affair has demonstrated—fortu- 
nately in time to correct it—how 
President Truman has allowed 
our commitments to increase 
while our power to meet them 
has been allowed to decline. 

The Truman Doctrine, inter- 
preted as an American obliga- 
tion to fight wherever there is 
aggression on the one hand, and 
the military cutbacks and the 
roaring civilian boom on the other 
hand, are the very negation of 
a sound national policy. In Ko- 
rea we are suffering painful re- 
verses: they are samples of what 
can happen when Mr. Acheson 
has commitments which Mr. 
Johnson is not prepared to carry 
out, 


Korea Written Off. 


‘The fact of the matter is that 
Mr. Johnson did not know, the 
Chiefs of Staff did not know, 
Gen. MacArthur did not know, 
that the United States might have 
to fight a war in K®rea. There 
was no decision taken in cold 
blood well in advance of the 
North Korean aggression and then 
supported by a plan of opera- 
tions. Though it was known .that 
we had a moral, and some kind 
of political commitment to the 
South Koreans, the only planning 
done in advance seems to have 
been to turn at once, as we did 


within a few hours, to the United h 


Nations. 

What happened, then, was that 
President Truman and Secretary 
Acheson, who make ‘foreign pol- 
icy, were committed in Korea. 
Yet they were not so clearly and 
definitely committed in Korea 
that they insisted on being pre- 
pared for A Korean campaign. 
And so President Truman as Com- 
mander-in-Chief allowed Secre- 
tary Johnson and the high com- 
mand in Washington and in Tokyo 
to “write off” Korea as not worth 
the military effort to defend it. 

The fact that Korea had been 
written off is probably the best 
explanation not only of why Gen. 
MacArthur's .intelligence service 
was totally surprised, but also 
why the troops he had to throw 
so hastily into the battle were 
so untrained and so badly armed. 

No one, I think, can condone 
the practice of the civilians tak- 
ing positions where they may feel 
they have to order our troops to 
fight in places where the soldiers 
have not been told to be prepared 
to fight. 

* But something more needs to be 
said about Korea before we can 
begin to form a judgment about 


over-all policy. It is that on the 
whole Asiatic borderland of the 
Soviet Union until we reach 
Turkey, Korea was unique in that 
it was the only threatened country 
where the United States was in a 
position to intervene promptly 
and decisively. For Korea is with- 
in close reach of Japan where 
the United States has its largest 
concentration of air, sea, and 


ground power. 
Oratorical Commitments. 


. Similar concentrations of Amer- 
ican power cannot be built up 
and maintained near all the other 


places in Asia that are covered 
by the Truman Doctrine. 

That is to say we cannot build 
up and maintain local forces to 
contain all the satellites and to 
resist revolution and insurrection 
all over Asia if we are not to 
allow ourselves to be diverted 
from our supreme military in- 
terest—which is to be strong 
enough to deter the Soviet Union 
itself from precipitating a world 
war. 

It is imperative that we reverse 
the tendency in Washington, 
which is to practice what might 
be called deficit diplomacy. We 
need to reduce our political com- 
mitments which the political or- 
ators are ever ready to expand; 
we will need to enlarge our mil- 
itary forces in being which the 
= hate to raise taxes to 
0. 


What We Really Need. 


In order to reduce our political 
liabilities we need particularly to 
have it precisely and clearly 
understood—from here on out— 
by the State Department and the 
Pentagon and the White House— 
where American expeditionary 
forces may be landed. That there 
as been no such understanding— 
though this is the heart of high 
policy — the Korean experience 
with its snap judgments and its 
improvisations has sharply demon- 
strated. 


enlarge our active military 
forces our primary concern must 
continue to be with developing 
the power to deter the Soviet 
Union itself from engaging its 
own forces. Strategic air power 
was never designed, let us re- 
member, for a little war against a 
tenth-rate army. 


But, secondarily, we will need 
also to organize—or to reactivate 
—mobile task forces that are not 
anchored to any fixed position 
which is not indisputably and 
securely American. The purpose 
of’ the task forces should not be 
to fight wars inside Asia, not to 
become involved in ground fight- 
ing with land armies and with 
guerrillas.

Manpower a Problem. 

One of the major problems is 
manpower. 

Here the feel of urgency is 
really apparent. Last Tuesday, 
President Truman, in asking Con- 
gress for a $10,500,000,000 supple- 
mental military appropriation, 
said that among other things, it 
would provide for 600,000 more 
men in the armed forces. That 
figure may well turn out to be 
higher. 

Indicating an upward revision, 
there is the hike in the number 
of men the Government intends 
to draft. It started off on July 
10 with a modest plan to call 20,- 
000. Today it wants 100,000 in- 
ductees called up during Septem- 
ber and October—a sudden in- 
crease of 80,000. t 

These draftees won't be of any 
use for fighting the Korean war 
—unless it drags on to late 1951 
or early 1952. It will take that 
long to make combat-efficient sol- 
diers of them. So, it is obvious 
they will become part of the ex- 


panded armed forces to fight in| 


any future war. 
Theory in Pentagon. 
Some Pentagon thinking is that 
Russia—until it feels its armies, 
its air force and its arsenals are 


all of them ready—will not move | 


where it must commit its own 
troops. 

If that is true, it could mean 
that there might be no early, di- 
rect action in some of the “sen- 
sitive” spots around the world— 
in western Germany, in Iran, in 
Yugoslavia.

. Estimates on Output. 

There is evidence that, in some 
categories of plane production, 
ours is only a tiny fraction of 
Russia's. This may be especially 
true in the case of jet fighters 
and fighter-bombers designed for 
support of ground forces. 

What about Russia's strategic 
bombers, the planes it would use 
to wage atomic warfare against 
free Europe—and possibly against 
the United States industrial heart- 
land? 

For the kind of war it prob- 
ably would fight, the Soviet 
Union doesn't need the ultra-long 
range ‘B-36s we would require to 
bomb Russian targets. 

It is getting bombers con- 
stantly increasing numbers much 
like our B-29s and B-50s. They

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BlG-STORE SALES UP 
4? PCT. IN WEEK HERE 


Result of Scare Buying, 
Federal Reserve Bank 
Report Says. 


Spurred by scare buying, dollar 
volume of St. Louis department 
store sales last week soared 42 
per cent above the level for the 
corresponding week of 1949, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
reported yesterday. For the Eighth 
District as a whole, sales were up 
52 per cent. 

The wave of buying set off by 
hostilities in Korea was not the 
sole factor behind the increase, 
however. Panic buying, while 
heavy in some lines, has not be- 
come general, the bank declared. 
It pointed out that some of the 
increase could be attributed to the 
low level of sales last summer, 


and that weekly sales since mid- 
May have equaled or exceeded 
those of last year. 

Dollar volume in Little Rock 
last week was up 76 per cent; in 
Memphis 64 per cent and in 
Louisville 42 per cent. In the dis- 
trict’s smaller centers such as 
East St. Louis, Alton, Springfield, 
Mo., and Greenville, Miss., the in- 
crease averaged 85 per cent. 

For the four weeks ending last 
Saturday, sales in St. Louis were 
16 per cent above the level of last 
year, but dollar volume for 1950 
to date was still 1 per cent below 
that of 1949. 

For the seven-state district. 
sales were up 21 per cent for the 
four-week period and 2 per cent 
for the year. 

Department store business was 
booming all over the country. 
Sales last week averaged 46 per 
cent above the dollar-volume level 
for the corresponding week of 
1949; and the Federal Reserve 
Board said its record showed 
nothing in the past to match the 
jump. The Dallas district reported 
an increase of 71 per cent; San 
Francisco district 64, and Kansas 
City district, 61. Other district in- 
creases: Boston 37, New York 33, 
Philadelphia 36, Cleveland 37, At- 
lanta 58, Chicago 43, Minneapolis 
41 and Richmond 27. 

Sugar sales by primary dis- 
tributors in the first three weeks 
of July were 37 per cent higher 
than in the corresponding period 
of 1949, the Department of Agri- 
culture reported.

raise aS many pigs as she wants 
on her 2000-acre, $642,000 farm

Wednesday night by the Hills- 
borough Board of Health on an 
application by Miss Duke’s farm 
manager, Rudolph F. Sommers, to 
raise 2500 pigs in model, air-con- 
ditioned sties equipped with water 
sprays, drains and atomizers. 

The board, headed by Dwight 
Coburn, decided that if Miss 
Duke—the township’s largest tax- 
payer—wanted to raise pigs on an 
“odorless” basis, she could, pro- 
viding the local bar‘on feeding 
garbage to pigs is observed. Some 
farmers were of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the price of such an 
operation as Miss Duke contem- 
plates would be prohibitive. 

Miss Duke pays approximately 
$30,000 a year to the township 
in land, property and personal 
taxes.

Korea. The number of British 
troops in Hong Kong is believed 
to be small, and the British say 
they are necessary to keep order. 

That necessity would be very 
great if Communist China were 
to use British participation in the 
Korean “episode” as an excuse to 
try to grab Hong Kong. It could 
happen. Some of the best in- 
formed observers here believe it 
is likely to happen. 


A Grab for Hong Kong. 


In view of the extremely dan- 
gerous position of the Western 


powers in the Pacific, with their 
resources of strength stretched 
almost to the breaking point, two 
points should be kept constantly 
in mind. First, it must never be 
lost sight of that this is a United 
Nations effort, and each country 
supporting the resolution should 
have some part in the effort. Not 
nearly enough has been done to 
make world opinion aware of that 
fact. 

Second, the differences between 
America and Great Britain over 
Red China should be frankly rece 
ognized, and reconciled with all 
honesty and realism. To do less 
that that will merely permit the 
deterioration of relations with an 
all-important ally. Already there 
have been rumors from London 
of a revolt in the Labor party 
among those who feel the U.N. 
action on Korea was taken ille- 
gally.

ing fire by our artillery, or to | 


strafing by planes when there is

‘showing themselves. But Soviet 
training and discipline take just 
such situations carefully into ac- 
count. 

In his book, The Red Army 
Today, Col. Louis B. Ely, U.S.A., 
quotes a Soviet lieutenant as fol- 
lows: “Discipline makes the So- 
viet soldier stand still or stay in 
concealment where his _ instinct 
might not. Many times when a 
whole division has hidden suc- 
cessfully for several days it was 
because absolutely no one stirred 
from the barn or haystack or 


4 ‘grove of trees where he had been 


told to stay.” 


It is, however, the double en- 
velopment which is the most 
prominent feature of Soviet tac- 
tical doctrine today, almost a holy 
precept which is sometimes at- 
tempted, even when inappropriate 
to actual conditions, because “it 
says so in the book.” It is a tac- 
tical device as old as the art of 
warfare, and the Russians learned 
it from the Germans-—the hard

What Makes the Cards 
Helpless Against Bums? 
HERE have been years 
when the Cardinals had 
trouble here and there in 
the National League, even while 
winning pennants. But the sit- 
uation this year is out of all 
proportion to standard opera- 
tional procedure. No wonder 
followers of the Redbirds are 
asking plaintively what it’s all 
about. What have the Dodgers 
got on the Cardinals? That's a 
question you hear every day. 


Well, it’s probably a psycho- 
logical phenomenon and _ it 
might be appropriate to sum- 
mon a psychologist to explain in 
50-cent words why the Brook- 
lyns have been able to knock 
the stuffings out of our Red- 
birds with such eenening reg- 
ularity. 

Without the 50-cent words, it 
sums up to something like this: 
All clubs have unusually good 
batting days. The Dodgers had 
a couple in succession against 
Cardinal pitching. All clubs 
have occasional bad pitching 
and fielding days. The Cardi- 
nals had a couple in succession 
against the Dodgers. 

Brooklyn's batters got the 
idea the Cardinal pitchers were 
cousins. Cardinal pitchers got 
the idea that Brooklyn’s batters 
had some mysterious advantage 
against St. Louis curves and 
fast balls. Whenever the two 
teams met, the Brooklyn bat- 
ters could hardly wait to get 
their hands on the bats. And 
Cardinal pitchers dreaded to let 
each pitch go. 

We can recall individuals and 
teams happy over a move to a 
certain town or the news that 
a certain pitcher was going to 
oppose them. During the Gas- 
house Gang days of the Red- 

’ birds, the club invariably 
pounded the ball in Philadel- 
phia and Brooklyn. Pull hit- 
ters were happy at the Polo 
Grounds. The boys would be 
chuckling as they breakfasted 
before games in those parks,

ASTERN trips included, of 
F course a visit at Boston and 

instead of hearing chuckles, 
you'd see long faces as the Red- 
birds moved into the home of 
the Braves. Long flies, easy 
homers at New York oY Brook- 
lyn, were just easy outs at Bos- 
ton. Time after time the Cards 
would go into a hitting slump 
in Boston, although in those 
days the Braves were not a 
good ball club. 

Brooklyn's supreme confi- 
dence in its ability to lambast 
Cardinal pitching is a big fac- 
tor in the situation this year. 
And to get down to cases and 
perhaps start an argument, we 
have come to the conclusion 
that the Cardinals were wrong 
in the spring when they rated 
their pitching as extra good. 

Munger is no bargain and 
he’s the top right-hander. Pol- 
let and Brazle have done fairly 
well, but the club doesn’t have 
one man who can take the 
mound against a tough op- 
ponent, like the Dodgers, and 
stop the enemy cold. Pollet 
could do that in 1946 and Har- 
ry Brecheen was a master in 
1946 when the race entered the 
stretch and the big chips were 
down. This year Brecheen has 
been having his lumps. 

Where, then, is the great 
pitching staff? The names are 
good and no doubt the boys 
could show ‘somé dandy clip- 
pings. But the silly Dodgers 
don't pay any attention to those 
clippings. 


Interesting Figures 
That Prove Little. 


IGURES on inter-club com- 
F petition in some past flag 

races are interesting, with- 
out proving anything. Back in 
1942 the Cardinals, though 
they finished with 106 victories, 
- won by only two games. That 
margain was represented in 
supremacy over the Dodgers, 
who finished second. The Cards 
won 13 out of 22 that year from 
the Bums. Had the clubs broken 
even, the race would have 
ended in a tie. 

In 1943 the Cards won 105 
games and fattened on two 
clubs, winning 19 of 22 from 
the Braves and 18 of 22 from 
the Giants. 

The Pirates were a jinx in 
1944, another year of 105 vic- 
tories. That season the Cards 
won only ten out of 22 from 
the Pirates, but listen to this: , 
They beat the Dodgers 18 times, 
the Phillies 17 times and the 
Cubs and Giants 16 times each. 

Last year the Pirates made 
the difference between a pen- 
nant and disappointment. They 
beat the Cardinals in 12 out 
of 22 games, while the Cardi- 
nals were winning 12 out of 
22 from the Dodgers, only to 
have Brooklyn win by a single 
game. 

Perhaps all that this all 
proves is that the club that has 
the best percentage after the 
last man is out in the 154th 
game of the season, wins the 
pennant.

NEW YORK, July 28 (UP)— 
The International Boxing Club 
announced today that ex-heavy- 
weight Champion Joe Louis has 
decided to come out of retirement 


and fight at either New York or 
Chicago in late September. 

1.B.C. President James Norris 
said Louis hoped that a match 
could be arranged with Ezzard 
Charles, the National Boxing As- 
sociation champion, for the title. 

Norris issued a written state- 
ment on behalf of Louis, now 36 
years old, in which he quoted 
what the ex-champion told him 
over the telephone from Chicago 
this morning. 

Louis, in the talk, emphasized 
he had decided to fight because 
of a ‘large and un d” tax 
assessment for the years 1946-47. 

Charles to Fight Beshore. 

Charles won the N.B.A. version 
of the title after Louis retired 
as undefeated champion in March 
of 1949. Charles is scheduled to 


-meet Freddie Beshore in a title 


defense at Buffalo, N.Y., Aug. 15, 
and after that presumably would 
meet Louis if he wins. 


New York boxing men believe 
if Charles does retain his title 
against Beshore he will meet 
Louis for the undisputed heavy- 
weight championship at Yankee 
Stadium here Sept. 27. Although 
Charles is recognized as champ 
only by the National Boxing As- 
sociation, Chairman Eddie Eagan 
of the New York State Commis- 
sion (which is not an N.B.A., 
member) has indicated his -or- 
ganization would accept. the 
Charles-Louis' winner as title- 
holder. 

All Over Tax Problem. 

Norris’ statement quoted Louis | 
as explaining his tax situation 


for 1946-47 as follows: 


“My returns for those years 
were prepared by certified public 
accountants. They took large de- 
ductions for me that have been 
disallowed. As a result, I was 
replaced in the 90 per cent 
bracket. While the exact amount 
of the tax has not been finally 
fixed, it is going to be large. 

“Every citizen should pay his 
taxes to support our government, 
and I certainly want to pay mine. 

“I helped out in the other war 
by fighting for the benefit of the 
Army and Navy relief funds. I 
fought Buddy Baer for Navy re- 
lief and Abe Simon for Army re- 
lief, my personal contribution 
coming to $83,000. I also served 
for three years in the army. I 
figure the best way I can help 
now is to try and pay my back 
taxes and also to help get ad- 
mission taxes into the U. S. 
Treasury. 

Predicts Big Gate. 
“A fight with Charles will pro- 
duce more than $100,000 in ad- 
mission taxes alone. 
“T showed last December that I 
can still punch when I knocked 
out Pat Valentino in the Chicago 
Stadium. I will enter the ring in 
gocd shape and expect to be the 
first retired heavyweight cham- 
pion to regain the title.” 
Much of Louis’s statement al- 
ready had beén given to reporters 
during the past week. However, 
today’s announcement, handled by 
Norris, made the ex-champion’s 
return to the ring official. Louis 
told Norris he was leaving Chi- 
cago by automobile today for West 
Baden, Ind., to begin training. 

Louis hasn’t had a real fight 
since June, 1948, when he knocked 
out Jersey Joe Walcott in their 
second title bout. He has been 
in retirement since March 1, 1949, 
but has fought many exhibitions 
since then.

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The New Films

English Chiller 
. RATHER fascinating study in suspense, “THE HIDDEN 

ROOM,” opens tomorrow at the ART THEATER. This 

British film was made from Alec Coppel’s gruesome little 
horror-detective tale, “A Man About a Dog.” Coppel, writ- 

ing it for the screen, has discarded the 
macabre ending of the book, but has re- 
tained the other details so that it makes a 
gripping and spine-tingling yarn. 

It tells of a London psychiatrist who un- 
dertakes to commit a perfect murder’ of his 
flighty wife’s latest lover, an American who 
is a member of the United States embassy 

staff. Having studied the mistakes of other murderers, 
Dr. Riordan sets about his task with cold scientific pre- 
cision which will admit of no error. He takes his victim 
prisoner one night at pistol point, escorts him to a cellar 
in a bombed-out ruins which the doctor has prepared, and 
keeps him chained there for months until the hue and cry 
over the man’s disappearance has died down. It is the good 
doctor’s intention, when he is sure no suspicion is directed at 
him, then to do away with the prisoner by dissolving him in 
an acid bath and washing him down the bathtub drain, a 
pretty little touch if I ever heard of one. The battle of wits 
between the psychiatrist and a deceptively casual Scotland 
Yard superintendent who suspects him, with the victim’s life 
hanging in the balance, provides the tension. 

Of course this is a far-fetched tale, and its effectiveness 
depends on its complete realism, the convincing adult ap- 
proach of Director Edward Dmytryk. (Dmytryk, one of the 
Hollywood “ten” who refused to tell a House committee 
whether they were Communists, was sentenced to six months 
in jail June 29. He had made several movies in England 
before returning to this country.) Robert Newton helps this 
plausibility with a first-rate performance of the brooding, 
implacable psychiatrist. An American actor, Phil Brown, is 
also convincing as the victim. The character of the wife 
(played by the decorative Sally Gray) has been softened, is 
left dangling somewhat and the final scene is inconclusive: 
fortunately, that doesn’t affect the excellent suspense of this 
thriller. 


Burt Bounces About 
Burt Lancaster, who used to be a circus acrobat, employs 
his skill in exuberant style in “THE FLAME AND THE 
ARROW,” at the FOX. In a Robin Hood sort of melodrama 
transferred to medieval Lombardy, Burt puts a castle and its 
towers and ramparts to the best circus use 
since the elder Douglas Fairbanks held forth 
in the old silent films. If the story isn’t any 
different, at least the stunts show lots of 
imagination and will teave you breathless. As 
for personality, Burt, who is taking a vaca- 
tion from crime movies, hasn't quite the 
charm and elan of the elder Doug; or of 
Doug Jr., or Gene Kelly, who have both showed themselves 
adept at cloak and sword shenanigans. But the big boy is 
good-looking, has curly hair, a physique and a nice smile and 
I imagine the women who admired him in his crime picture 
days as a sullen and often moronic brute will now go simply 
mad about him. Virginia Mayo graduates from gun molls to 
a noble lady in this without changing gears or expressions. 
Robert Douglas is a silky titled double-crosser. This would be 
stuffy business if taken seriously, but the approach is so light- 
hearted it often develops into engaging nonsense. 

There is a 70-minute documentary, “50 YEARS BEFORE 
YOUR EYES,” composed of newsreel shots of notable per- 
sons and events of the half century, with comment by famous 
announcers. Although it hasn't been pieced together with 
particular skill and one might quarrel with the selection of 
some of the shots to the exclusion of others, the scenes re- 
called are often of tremendous interest and it’s worth seeing. 


Crime Farces | 
By accentuating the humor quite a bit, an ironic detective 


story, “The Family Skeleton,” by Doris Miles Disney, has been 
made into a fairly lively and diverting comedy, called 
“STELLA,” and showing at the ST. LOUIS. 
The story is about the mess a New Eng- 
land family gets itself in when surly Uncle 
Joe is accidentally killed in a fist fight at a 
family picnic and they bury the body on the 
spot and pretend Joe has disappeared. When 
they learn Joe carried an insurance policy 
for $20,000, the family gets greedy and its 
male members begin to identify every body 
past recognition which turns up during the next year as ¢he 
beloved Uncle Joe. An insurance investigator thwarts them a 
couple of times, but that doesn’t discourage them. The ro- 
mance that has been introduced between the investigator 
(Victor Mature) and Ann Sheridan as the only rational mem- 
ber of the family is routine, but David Wayne, as one of the 
worthless brothers-in-law, is made into a thoroughly amusing 
character. 

The second feature, “LOVE THAT BRUTE,” is a heavy- 
handed attempt at whimsey about picturesque underworld char- 
acters in the Damon Runyon manner, written by three other 
fellows. It concerns a tender-hearted Chicago racketeer in the 
prohibition era who builds up a reputation for having mur- 
dered 12 of his enemies, but really only jailed them in the 
cellar of his house. He is reformed by a nice girl, and ends 
up retiring from the business and getting his chief enemy con- 
victed for his supposed murder, which was just as mythical 
as the others. This modern fairy story would require a great 
deal of cleverness to put it over; instead it gets a pedegtrian 
treatment and runs down into a dull affair. Paul Douglas, 
who can be highly amusing when given the material, is wasted 
as the racketeer. Jean Peters, Cesar Romero, Keenan Wynn, 


and Joan Davis are also involved. 


Slapstick and Prison Plotting 


That there is an art to slapstick was never more thor- 
oughly demonstrated than in “THE GOOD HUMOR MAN,” 
at LOEW’S STATE. There are more pies and sundry articles 
thrown, more mad chases and would-be crazy happenings 

than we have witnessed since the Keystone 
cops days, as Jack Carson and Lola Albright 
are pursued by crooks. But, though these low- 
down doings can often be hilarious, as wit- 
ness the old Mack Sennett and Chaplin ef- 
forts or even some of Red Skelton's later- 
day antics, in this case they are as cold and 
as unfunny as a dead mackerel. The plot is 
very like that of Skelton’s “The Yellow Cab Man,” but the 
similarity ends there. We suffered through this one, believe me. 

The co-feature, “CONDEMNED,” has a better production, 
but certainly no originalfty. It's that prison melodrama you've 
seen time and again, the formula only altered as to minor de- 
tails. There is the young convict wrongfully convicted for an 
accidental killing, the sadistic prison guard captain, the 
squealer among the convicts who is murdered, and the sym- 
pathetic warden. As usual, the convicts are made the heroes 
and the guards the villains, with a weak attempt at moralizing 
at the end. Glenn Ford, Broderick Crawford, Millard Mitchell 
and Frank Faylen all do well enough, but they can't make 
anything fresh out of a hackneyed story.

HERE was a canary breeder 
on the associate city coun- 


2 selor’s phone and he was say- 


ing with gusto: “Whadda ya mean 
keepin’ up that infernal sewer 
blasting racket in front of my 
door day after day? My canaries 
won’t have a thing to do With 
each other any more. I think I'll 
sue you birds and for plenty!” 

He never did, but he might 
have. Every year St. Louisans 
sue their municipal government 
for about $1,000,000 to soothe 
their allegedly ruffled person, 
property or peace of mind. In 
the exercise of this democratic 
privilege they keep three attor- 
neys, three investigators and one 
photographer on the run around 
the clock and, woe wi ges of give 
the lie to that cynical old slogan 
which insists “you can’t fight City 
Hall.” 

You can, and nobody knows it 
better than Joseph B. Haring, a 
ruddy-faced attorney with a re- 
markably well-preserved disposi- 
tion, who mgkes his living throw- 
ing out phony claims of taxpayers 
and*trying to settle those of 
merit. When an irate citizen con- 
tends he dislocated his shoulder 
by a fall on faulty pavement, it’s 
Haring’s duty to uncover—as he 
did in one case—that the same 
claimant already tried to collect 
five different times for the same 
shoulder and send the resourceful 
fellow with the trick joint on his 
way. 

Women claimants. who make up 
almost two-thirds of his clientels, 
are Haring’s biggest headache. 
“They hurt easier than the men.” 
he says, “and ‘they stay hurt 
longer.” 

Take the case of one resolute 
woman who’ marched into his 
office not long ago and described 
in graphic detail how she stum- 
bled and fell over a depression in 
a city street that had no, business 
being depressed at that particular 
place. Haring had investigated 
the facts and found that the city 
was indeed at fault. Now it was 
a question of satisfying the in- 
jured party, if possible without 
going through a long and costly 
trial. 


The woman was prepared. She 
brought along her husband, a 
small and somewhat timorous 
soul, to help make her case. 

“My back hurts, doesn't it 
dear?” the woman started in with 
a commanding look at hubby. 
Hubby nodded eager assent. 

“I lose sleep nights, don't I 
dear?” she went on. Hubby, who 
probably never missed a snore 
while the little woman tossed in 
the dark, nodded again. 

“My ankle swells every morn- 
ing, doesn’t it, dear?” she 
asked. Again, the husband af- 
firmed the charge, and Haring 
knew he was up against it. 

“IT guess that injury was worth 
$150,” he says with a speculative 
glance in the direction of his 
payment ledger, “but I pitched 
in another $50 just to get the

thing out of the way.” 

Haring runs no give-away pro- 
gram. In fact, he enjoys the 
reputation of an extreniely tight- 
fisted gent, and nothing could 


make him prouder. While suits 
against other cities have mounted 
by leaps and bounds in recent 
years—New Yorkers asked for 
$50,000,000 from their city in 
1948 alone—the local city law de- 
partment has kept payments to a 
minimum. Some $85,000 were 
paid out last year for personal 
injuries, $7600 for property dam- 
age and $12,000 for what is listed 
as miscellaneous claims. 
eo. 2. & 
66] DON’T think we're stingy,” 
| says John P. McCammon, 
another associate city coun- 
selor who processes claims before 
they actually go to trial. “Call it 
conservative and possibly a little 
Scotch.” 

One reason why there are 
rarely more than 150 personal 
injury cases pending against the 
city at any one time is that local 
juries have been notably reluc- 
tant to part with money they 
know they have themselves paid 
into the municipal treasury. Mc- 
Cammon tells of several cases in 
which juries allowed lesser sums 
than the city attorneys had been 
authorized to pay and he esti- 
mates that in quite a few cases 
the judgments might have quad- 
rupled had thé same case been 
brought against a private corpo- 
ration. 

Some claimants with a valid 


cause for action lose out because 
they don’t know that suits against 
the city have to be filed within 
90 days of their cause. A good 
many others never get reimbursed 
simply because they’re economy- 
minded taxpayers who practice 
what they preach and deliberate- 
ly fail to file for their due. 

But the most formidable 
stumbling block to wholesale 
suits that could conceivably throw 
the city into bankruptcy are the 
Missouri courts. In New York 
City, for example you can sue 
the city fathers if a policeman 
accidentally discharges his re- 
volver and the bullet lands in 
your leg. You also have a cause 
of action if the chemistry teach- 
er leaves some inflammable ma- 
terial lying about and your little 
Buster, bless his soul, stuffs it in 
his pocket and suffers the con- 
sequences. 

Not so in Missouri. In the 
lingo of the lawyers, you can sue 
the city for negligence committed 
in the exercise of its pro»rietary 
functions. You can’t sue it for 
negligence committed in the ex- 
ercise of its governmental func- 
tions. 

Not long ago, by way of illus- 
tration, there was a fireworks dis- 
play at Forest Park. The city’s 
clean-up men were on the spot 
bright and early the following 
morning and cleaned up. They 
missed at least one unexploded 
cracker, however, and some 
youngsters found it, removed the 
powder, plugged it into a brass

NEW YORK. 
DROVE through the quiet 

Connecticut countryside for a

Then one realizes that just below 
the surface, even here, there are 
differences, almost hatreds that 
sometimes arise from very trivial 
things, so small wonder that in 
the worlds as a whole there are 
misunderstandings and hatreds.

IN MY MAIL I find a letter 
which says: . 

“How can you so easily ra- 
tionalize man’s inhumanity to man 
and glorify war? War means 
warped minds, dead bodies, and 
dwarfed and stunted personalities. 
Surely this is not the measure of 
success in our country’s progress. 
Surely somewhere in your very 
busy and full life you have had 
some contact with Christianity. 
Do you not have a Christian ap- 


proach to help us in our thinking. 
Or am I completely wrong—is 
Christianity only an ideal and not 
practical for present day living? 

This is an example of the con- 
fusion and the conflict which 
troubles many people. Natural- 
ly I am the last person to glorify 
war, but in the present instance 
it has seemed to me that the 
United Nations’ clear statement 
of aggression on the part of the 
northern Koreans, and the call to 
prevent that aggression, must be 
answered by all people, particu- 
larly by those who are Christians 
and therefore insist on the dig- 
nity and freedom of all Individ- 
ual human beings.

IF ONE did not answer the 
challenge one would be opening 
the doors wide to further aggres- 
sion and further enslavement. 
This enslavement certainly did 
not permit the Christian ideal to 
flourish. It is the prevention of 
this en a larger scale that the 
United Nations and those who 
answered the call, are attempting 
to stem through the use of joint 
force at the present time. 

I think anyone who even con- 
siders an all-out war today has 
determined upon, suicide. Only 
a backward nation with a lack 
of understanding would attempt 
the steps for control of other 
people—such that are being un- 
dertaken by the Soviets on s0 
many different occasions. 

Until they have an opportuni- 
ty for broader development it 
seems that a stronger force than 
theirs will have to be brought 
into being in the world. And it 
is- good to know that this is a 
joint force and not just the 
United States alone.

tube, exploded their Molotov 
cocktail six blocks away 
caused the death of one boy. 

This cost the city $6000 for 
two reasons. First, children can't 
be guilty of contributory negli- 
gence. Second, the cleaning of 
parks is a proprietary function of 
City Hall, not a governmental 
function. Other proprietary func- 
tions are the administration of 
water, light, playground, sidewalk 
and street systems. 
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NOTHER time a wide-awake 

member of the police force 

apprehended a purse snatch- 
er, but in the process of hot pur- 
suit he fired his revolver into and 
through a window a block and a 
half away. In this case, Haring 
paid $6 for the window, but it 
was strictly a good will gesture 
on his part because police power 
is a governmental function. The 
Missouri courts have held that 
taxes are raised to pay for the 
costs of government and that an 
avalanche of suits against gov- 
ernment in the execution of its 
legitimate functions might break 
down the whole machinery which, 
some people say, is already ex- 
pensive enough. 

Other examples of govern- 
mental function are matters re- 
lated to the administration of hos- 
pital, health~ and fire depart- 
ments, garbage and refuse collec- 
tion, street cleaning, traffic de- 
vices, the city jail and work- 
house. This means that if a fire 
truck, duty-bound, winds its way 
across your big toe you might 
try to sue the driver as an indi- 
vidual, but you'll have little luck 
with the city law department. 

In St. Louis, too, separate cor- 
poraté enterprises usually asso- 
ciated with local government like- 
wise are pretty immune from dam- 
age suits. These are the Board 
of Education (‘which eliminates 
Buster and his curiosity. about 
chemicals), the zoo, the library 
and the Art Museum. 


None of this keeps the trusting 
taxpayer from calling on fellows 
like Haring and McCammon about 
all sorts of troubles. Divorcees 
have been known to phone City 
Hall for help when their ex- 
husbands don’t pay alimony, and 
once a distraught Illinois father 
confided in .a lamenting letter 
that his daughter, after moving 
to St. Louis to seek her fortune, 
had trod the primrose path and 
couldn't the city counselor please 
have her sent home? 


The city lawyers, of course, are 
powerless in such cases, yet they 
do have their moments of tri- 
umph. There was the time a 
couple of years ago when the 
Missouri Supreme Court dis- 
missed a test suit brought by the 
manager of the local Automobile 
Club who refused to pay his 10- 
cent toll for driving across the 
MacArthur Bridge because in 1906 
the voters approved bonds to build 
the bridge with the understand- 
ing that its use would be “per- 
petually free.” The state’s high- 
est tribunal found that stipula- 
tion invalid, ruled against the 
Automobile Club man and there- 
by saved the city $1,000,000 a 
year in revenue. . 

Lesser opportunities to con- 
Serve the community kitty arise 
almost every day. Attorney Har- 
ing remembers most fondly the 
presence of mind which impelled 
him to turn away one taxpayer 
who complained that her stable

poison which the city had strewn 
about her property. 

Haring took a deep breath and 
ruled then and there that it was 
illegal to raise rabbits within the 
city limits.

Once a Hideout for Criminals, Its’: Dark Tunnels Now Harbor Rats and Muckrakers

VIENNA, Austria, July 28.

on a tour of the city sewers 
we hedged a bit. 

“Saw the sewers in the English 
picture, ‘The Third Man,’” we 
said evasively. “Seemed like a 
very animated place.” 

“Oh, it’s not as bad as that 
nowadays,” our police friend re- 
plied. “Did you know that when 
the film people were shooting the 
sewer scenes they had tea brought 
down to them? Every day, at 
half past four, from Sacher’s.” 

We tried to visualize Orson 
Welles and company sipping tea 
down there in the sewers with 
attentive waiters from Vienna’s 
foremost restaurant standing by 
with the milk and sugar, and 
maybe some rats lurking in the 
shadows—a cosy picture, if some- 
what weird. We were reassured. 

“All right,” we said, “when do 
we start?” 

As it turned out we didn’t start 
for several hours. It had been 
raining, therefore the water in the 
sewers would be high, swift, and 
dangerous, the police explained. 
It would be advisable to wait and 
let the water subside. So we 
passed the time in the quarters of 
the Kanalzug, which is the official 
Vienna police name for its sewer 
patrol and accumulated some in- 
teresting background information. 

The sewers, it seems, got their 
start as secret escape tunnels dur- 
ing the second Turkish siege of 
Vienna in 1683. Today Vienna 
has close to 2000 miles of sewers, 
if you count all the little ones. 
They are flushed by a partial di- 
version of the Danube above the 
city and by all of a small, unro- 


-mantic local stream called the 


Wienfluss. 

Long before people _ started 
making pictures and serving tea 
in them the Vienna sewers gained 
evil notoriety as the place where 
the Black Death of 1830 origi- 
nated. With the help of the sewer 
rats the dread plague swept the 
city. There are still plenty of rats 
in the sewers—nobody knows how 
many. Every time it rains and the 
water rises thousands of rats are 
drowned and carried away to the 
Danube. Periodically the Kanal- 
zug patrol sprinkles rat poison 
along the ledges of the main sew- 
ers. Maybe this does some good; 
how much nobody knows because 
sick rats crawl into their holes to 
die. 

+ * * 

T any rate the fact is that the 
A sewers have a large rat popu- 

lation. Moreover in the last 
five years a new type of rat has 
appeared. This is the Bisam rat, 
commonly bred in Europe for its 
fur. It is a large animal, 18 inches 
long (‘including tail) when full- 
grown, and it will attack a man 
if it’s cornered, or just plain hun- 
gry. The presence of the Bisam 
rats in the Vienna sewers is at- 
tributed to the liberation by the 
Red Army of breeding farms near 
Brno, Czechoslovakia; evidently 
the big rats made their way to 
Vienna and resumed breeding in 
the city’s sewers. There’s no 
chance of another Black Death 
breaking out in Vienna, we were 
assured; the sewers have been 
modernized and streamlined and 
are, in fact, quite sanitary, for 
sewers. 

Of course the sewers have 
served as hide-outs for under- 
world characters at various times. 
There was Wenzel Keretsky the 
safe-cracker, for instance. He and 
his gang were captured by the 
police some fifteen years ago aft- 
er a running battle in the sewers 
—something like the sewer epi- 
sode in “The Third Man,” as a 
matter of fact. More recently, in 
February 1949, some enterprising 
black-marketeers cleaned out an 
American Post Exchange store by 
boring up from the sewers into 
the store’s basement. 

All is not lost that goes down 
the drain. This could well be the 
motto of the Kanalzug, judging 
from their exploit in recovering

a small radium capsule which 
disappeared from the Lainzer 
hospital in 1947. Notified of the 
loss the police department alerted 
the Kanalzug, the Kanalzug 
dredged the likeliest pools and 
backwaters that occur throughout 
Vienna’s sewer system, and found 
the capsule. 

The Kanalzug was organized 
16 years ago to ferret out crim- 
inals who had gone underground. 
In their way the men of the sew- 
er patrol are as quick of eye as 
were the old-time Indian scouts. 
Like the latter they walk in sin- 
gle file but instead of the broken 
twig or tell-tale footprint it’s the 
broken cobweb or the splash of 
water onthe sewer walls that 
tells the patrol if someone passed.

+OBODY lives in the sewers 
N nowadays but a strange and 

exclusive fraternity of some 50 
muckrakers spend much of their 
lives down there. They spend 
hours dredging the sewer bot- 
toms for whatever they can find, 
and it’s amazing what they do 
find. They are all enthusiasts and 
just as much lone-wolf types as 
trout fishermen or gold prospec- 
tors. They have a code of ethics 
and no sewer-sweeper would 
think of intruding upon a .col- 
league “working” some pool or 
backwater, he would move on and 
find himself another “hole.” 

These people are tolerated by 


the police so long as they keep 
headquarters informed as to just 
when and where they are going 
to “fish,” and in return they are 
expected to report the presence 
of any strangers they might en- 
counter in the sewers. 

So when we went “down” we 
weren't too surprised to run into 
Franz Sprichal trying his luck 
somewhere beneath Kaerntner 
Strasse. Clad in blue denims, 
wool caps and heavy greasy leath- 
er boots we followed police 
sergeant Josef Planitzer and his 
four-man patrol down a manhole, 
Planitzer led the way along a 
concrete corridor and the others 
brought up the rear, flashing 
their lights all around. We soon 
became conscious of a warm, fetid 
draught and a distant steady rum- 
ble. The roaring sound increased 
and we came out into a large 
cavern.. Our lights lit up a thun- 
dering subterranean waterfall. We 
went into another passageway and 
emerged again in another cavern 
the size of a subway station. A 
river flowed smoothly-and silently 
down the middle of it. . 

Planitzer flashed his light to 
the opposite wall and picked out 
the entrance to another corridor.

E stood in the middle of a

He was scrap- 
ing the sewer bottom with a long- 
poled shovel and when he brought 
it up it was full of mud. He emp- 
tied the mud into a square wooden 
tray set on the sewer ledge near 
a brightly burning carbide lamp. 
We moved closer to watch. Spri- 
chal put his shovel on the ledge 
and picked up the wooden box. 
It had a wire bottom. Standing 
with his back to the current Spri- 
chal gently shook the box back 
and forth on the surface of the 
water, just as if he were panning 
for gold. Then when he’d got rid 
of the mud he passed a giant mag- 
net over the box and a mass of 
nails jumped out and made the 
magnet resemble a _ porcupine. 
Sprichal shook the nails off into 
the water and started to poke 
around in the tray. He threw out 
an assortment of unexpended 
small arms ammunition. Then he 
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held up a Nazi party badge for 
us to see. “Used to find hundreds 
of these in 1945,” he shouted 
above the roar of the water. 
“Everybody was throwing them 
away.” 

Sprichal grinned and tossed the 
swastika emblem into the water. 
Then he found a coin in the tray 
and flicked it expertly into an 
open leather pouch strapped 
against his chest. “You find all 
sorts of coins down here,” Spri- 
chal shouted at us, seeing our in- 
terest. He reached into his leather 
pouch and moved closer to the 
carbide lamp to show us. One coin 
was silver, worn thin, with the 
date 1849 still discernible.

Sprichal dipped into his pouch 
again and opened his palm near 
the light. .Shoving aside a silver 
cuff-link he picked up a small bit 
of yellow metal. “Gold!” he an- 
nounced triumphantly. It looked 
to us like an inlay from some- 
body’s tooth. 

After a good deal of shouting 
back and forth we learned some- 
thing of Sprichal’s life history. 
He was 53 years old, he said, fa- 
ther of six children. He earned 
an average of 50 shillings ($2) 
a day “working” the sewers and 
he’d been doing this for 18 years. 

“Actually, I got my start at the 
turn of the century, when I was a 
boy,” Sprichal said. “My old man 
used to do this and sometimes I 
would accompany him, but in 
those days the rats and shadows 
scared me. I was just a kid. 
Then in the 1930s the depression 
forced me down here and I've 
been doing this ever since. Some- 
times I bring my oldest boy with 
me. He is learning.” 

Sprichal told us (and the police 
confirmed this) that “working” 
the sewers has an element of 
danger. Sometimes a sewer- 
sweeper is so absorbed in his 
work that he fails to notice in 
time the warning signals of an 
imminent swift rise in the level 
of the water due to rainfall out- 
doors. The warnings are a sud- 
den draught of warm air and the 
squealing of panic-stricken rats 
as they scuttle to higher levels. 
There have been cases of men be- 
ing trapped by the rapidly rising 
water and drowned, like rats. 

At this point we'd enough of 
the sewers. We said goodbye to 
Franz Sprichal the insisted on 
shaking hands) and wished him 
luck.

West’s play of 
the club eight, however, scotched 
any such idea. Now declarer put 
in the queen for a finesse, and 
when East won the trick with the 
king and returned a club, South 
was helpless. 

If South had given due consid- 
eration to the diamond “spots,” he 
might have found the contract 
very easy to fulfill! After he 
drew trumps and cashed his heart 
tricks, his lead of the diamond 
from dummy was eminently cor- 
rect—but it was not correct to 
ruff this trick. The opening lead 
and East’s play thereon (to say 
nothing of his diamond bid) clear- 
ly marked the position of all the 
high diamonds, and since it was 
obvious that East, not West, would 
hold the diamond trick if South 
did not ruff, elementary logic dic- 
tated that South give East the 
trick, discarding a club from his 
own hand. Then, East’s position 
would have become quite unten- 
able.

ACHSHUND Is German for 
D “badger dog.”

There were no funds, but she 
was so persistent, and made 
such a perpetual nuisance of 
herself, that finally the mother 
superior handed her a $5 bill 
and said, “All right!’ See what 
you can do with this!

For Catherine Fitzgibbons, 
Sister of Charity, it was more 
than a dare. It was a challenge. 

With the five bucks deposit 
she rented a kind of haunted 
house on East Twelfth street, 
and hoped to beg not only the 
rest of the rent but enough to 
fix up the place so that its 
doors could open in a month or 
two. 

But that very night three 
new-born babies were left on 
her doorstep. And the New 
York Foundling Asylum, as it 
was then called, opened abrupt- 
ly. Soon it all but overwhelmed 
the nun, for this was during the 
depression that followed the 


‘Civil War, and the word “panic” - 


was coming into common usage. 
Undaunted, she appeared be- 
fore the New York State Legis- 
lature at Albany to ask for 
$100,000—a fantastic sum—and 
was told that if she raised that 
much herself, the state would 
duplicate it. 

She did, at a memorable ba- 
zaar at the Fourteenth Street 
Armory in 1871. That was the 
beginning. In the past 80 years 
more than 100,000 children 
have been cared for there and 
at the “new” place at Sixty- 
eighth and Lexington. There 
is a clinic for unmarried moth- 
ers-to-be, and a thousand chil- 
dren a year are sent out to fos- 
ter homes until such time as 
the parents, or parent, are able 
to take them ... or they are 


presented for adoption.
